NEW Yi^RK, X. Y.. December 8. — Evidence that 
American turfmen who races! abroad during the 
years preceding the war will remain at home next 
year is present'd by the nominations for the rnite<l 
States Hotel Stakes, (irand In ion Hotel Stakes, the 
Hopeful, the Spinaway, and subscriptions to the 
<»rab Hag Handicap, to l*» decided at Saratoga in 
August. 1920. Engagements in these events, all of 
which are for two-year-olds, closed November 27, 
and were announced Saturday by A. Mel.. Earlocker, 
racing secretary of the Saratoga Association, fom- 
pared with those of tiie present year they show an 
increase of 239. A new record for the Hopeful 
was establislied for that $30,000 rare when 234J 
subscript ions, each involving a liability of $54), 
were registered. Every prominent turfman in the 
country figures in the list of nominators. With 
few exceptions the high priced yearlings of the year 
are among the entries for the I'nited States, (irand 
I'ii ion, Ho|>eful and Spina way. 

4'onspicuous ir. the lists are the Sunstar — Marion 
Hood colt, for which J. K. L. Ross paid $2o.OOO; 
ihe ritimus — Czarina colt. Isiught by W. V. Thraves 
for $24.7410; the filly Summit, by ritimus — Torpen- 
how. which \V . it. <’oe obtained for $9.84)0 and 
subsequently sold to Frederick Johnson for $25,000; 
tltc Ha I lot — Majolica coli mimed Wedgwood, which 
cost. Morton L. Schwartz $8,300; the ritimus — Trip- 
ping fitly, mild to Walter 4 . Salmon for $6,414)0. and 
the Fair Play — Mollie Elliott colt, which Samuel 
1). Uhhlle selected at a valuation of $7,0410. 

4. W. McClelland made the greatest number of 
nominations — aixty-nine. He named nineteen for 

each of the Fnlted States. Grand Fnion and Hopeful 
and twelve in the Spinaway. His entries represent 
a diversity of sires, notably Sweep. Wrack. Vulcain. 
Hu Hot.. Tracery, McGee, Fair Play, Light Brigade 
u ltd Ferole . 

Harry Payne Whitney is next. He engaged fif- 
teen in the I’nited States, a like minitier in the 
tlrand Vnion, sixteen in the Hopeful and ten in the 
Hpinawn.v, a total of fifty-six, all of his own 
breeding. The get of Broomstick and Whisk Broom 
II. predominate. Tracery, the English-bred horse; 
AH 4iold. and the French stallion Snrdannpnle fig- 
ure in the iicdigrees. 

The Quincy Stable is third with a total of forty- 
one . 

J. K. L. Ross* contribution totals thirty-seven. 
He lias nine in the I'nited States, the same number 
in the Grand I'nion. eleven in the Hopeful and eight 
ill the Spina way. Measure*! by cost they are a won- 
derful band. Four of them represent an investment 
of $78, 004). They are the Sunstar — Marian Hood 
eolt, $27,000: the Ballot— Starry Night colt. $17,000: 
the Short Grass — KUnngowau colt, $11,000, and 
the ritimus — Intrigue filly. $7,000. 

With twenty -eight entries John E. Madden is 
fourth in t lie list of nominators. He put five in the 
I’nited States, four in the tirand I'nion, nine in the 
Hoi»eful and ten in the Spinaway. 

MAJOR BELMONT'S CONTRIBUTIONS. 

August Belmont made two entries in each of the 
I'nited States. Grand I'nion and Hopeful. 4)ne is a 
brown eolt named All Hours, a brother of Hourless, 
by Negofol — Hour 4 i lass, the other a brown colt 
culled Quaker, by Negofol — Qu’elle est Belle.

II. Howe the Jockey 4'lub’s registrar, explained 
why Hourless’ dam was Hour Glass II., and his 
brother’s mother was simply Hour Glass. “On the 
other side.’’ said he, “the mare was Hour Glass 
It., but now' that she is here she is just Hour Glass. 

John Sanford confined his entries to the Spinaway. 
in which lie named five fillies. Three of them are 
daughters of Rabelais. Lemberg mid Macdonald II. 

A. H. Diaz, the Cuban turfman, named four, 
nil h.v Hessian. One is called tJeneral J. M. Gomez, 
another General Menocal. 

U. T. Wilson’s candidates for the two-year-old 
features at the track of which he is president are 
limited to three eolts and three filles by Olambala 
mid a eolt by Ogden, bred by himself. 

A. K. Mncomber made only three nominations. 
J. II. Rosseter of San Francisco and Charles W. 
Clark of Han Mateo are two other California turf- 
men who have eligibles for the rich futures. Mr. 
Rosseter’s nominations are principally the progeny of 
Friar Rock. tleurge D. Widener and Joseph E. 
Widener made few entries. Monfort Jones of 
Memphis made four entries. 

W. K. 4’oe engaged nine, five of his own breed- 
ing. He named four by Harmonicon. one by Poly- 
melian— Jncoba and one by the English horse Son 
in Law* — Pasquita. dam of Polymelia n.

The wealthy Philadelphia turfman. J. E. Widener. fared better in the racing of 1919 than in any 
other year since the Great War led him to transfer his turf activities from France to his native 
land. His stable was a mixed one of flat racers and cross -coun try liorses, and with one of the latter. 
Etlielbert’a good son, Duettiste. he won the Manly Memorial Steeplechase at Pimlico, the most valuable 
jumping race of the American turf. The star of his stable was the exceedingly speedy French gelding. 
Naturalist. This w’as a horse to be feared in any company and a wonderful weight carrier. His eight 
victories out of fifteen starts included th^ winning of the Excelsior Handicap at Jamaica, in which he 
defeated Star Master. Boniface. Corn Tassel. ^Exterminator, Roamer. Thunderclap and Fairy Wand; the 
Ixing Beach Handicap at the same track; the Carter Handicap at Aqueduct, in which, with 132 pounds 
up. he made a new track record by running its seven -eighths of a mile in 1:23. and the Autumn High- 
weight Handicap at Belmont Park. Fast tracks, slow tracks or heavy tracks were all alike to him, his 
only fault as a racer being that he w’as a horse of moods and disinclined to put forth his extreme power 
at times. Besides Duettiste he had other capital jumpers, of which Stonewood and Skihbercen won well 
for him. Trompe La Mort was a good winner on the flat for the stable and is a grandly -bred horse 
which in time should become a high-class sire. His dam. Marsa, won the French Oaks, and his sire. 
Verwood, is the premier stallion of M. Edmond Blanc’s great breeding stud In France. The stable was 
not strong in its two-.vear-old division, but Fair 41ain was raced but little and is expected to la* one of 
the good three -year-olds of 1920. The record of the stable was;

COLIN’S GOOD SON ON WATCH IS THE BEST MONEY REAPER, BUT 
TIPPITY WITCHET, GERMA, PAPP, D0NNAC0NA AND LESSER 
LIGHTS ASSIST WITH USEFUL CONTRIBUTIONS 

The two-year-old On Watch was the most successful money winner in the G. W. Loft stable of 1919. 
Although winner of a purse race at the Pimlico spring meeting, lie did not ripen into his best form until 
later in the year. 4>ctober 1 he won another purse at Laurel, then, on October 8. showed himself a colt 
to be considered when he defeated Blazes, Constancy, Wildair and 4'armandale at three-quarters in 1:12% 
at the same track in the National Stakes. Then lie was sent out to Latonia to run in the Queen City 
Handicap at a mile and. with 122 pounds up, defeated the flower of the western two -year -olds and won 
by four lengths in 1:48% over a- heavy track, with Kinburn second. The Swimmer was third and seven 
unplaced. Returning to Laurel, he carried 120 pounds in a miie dash for a fat purse. October 22, and 
defeated Constancy. Damask. Smart. Guy and Kallipolis in 1:40. His last race was in the $7,700 
I-diurel Stakes for all ages at a mile, in which he was unplaced to The Porter. Billy Kelly and Sun 
Briar. He is unquestionably the best ('olin has sent into racing and an augury of better still to come 
from that celebrated horse. Next to him in money won was the little gelding Tippity Witchet. which 
came out in the fall in something like his fine two-year-old form and scored some notable triumphs. 
Germa was its other best two-year-old in money won, but the Prince Palatine colt. Donnacona, in the 
opinion of good judges, is of the improving sort and destined to high rank as a three -year -old next year. 
As a whole the Loft stable had a satisfactory year, its total of $47,4117 comparing favorably with its lesser 
earnings of $29,253 in 1918.

LOCAL OPTION CANADIAN RACING BILL FAMOUS ENGLISH JOCKEY IS DEAD 



CURRENT NOTES OF THE TURF 

J. W. McClelland lias a big string of yearlings 
quartered at Havre de 4inioe for the winter. 

James P. Ross is the assistant manager of the 
Havre de Grace track and is in charge of that 
ppqierty during the winter months. 

Hon. Mayor John Galvin of Cincinnati is among 
the late arrivals at Jefferson Purk. He intends 
to remain for about a week before returning to Cin- 
cinnati. 

Algernon Daingerfield. assistant secretary of the 
Jockey Club, has just concluded an inspection of 
the Breeding Bureau stallions quartered on Long 
Island. He said he found the horses iu excellent 
condition. 

The stallion farm established by the I’nited States 
Department of Agriculture iu co-o|>eratioii with the 
Wyoming Agricultural College at Buffalo. W.vo., 
July 1 U the only one of its kind in this country. 
It l* to be known as the I’nited States Wyoming 
Horse Breeding Station. 



TORONTO. Out., December 8. — It is stated on re- 
liable authority that Mr. Rowell will at the next 
sitting of parliament at Ottawa, on or about Feb- 
ruary 1, introduce a bill on horse racing. By that 
time the rc|M»rt of the commissioner. Dr. Ruther- 
ford. who has just finished investigating racing all 
over Canada, will be thoroughly digested. 

The idea is to have a referendum in each province 
as to whether that province wants racing with lot- 
ting or not. There is no law or objection to racing 
as racing, but without betting it is impossible to 
conduct racing. In view of the recent vote in 4>ii- 
tario favoring prohibition and as the same elements 
are opposed to racing and betting the outlook iu this 
province at least is not rosy. 

The attitude of the Ottawa house on the prohibi- 
tion question is a warning to racing lovers in 4>n- 
tario. The members are ready to line up for about 
anything that will keep the church vote behind them 
and they will line up for this referendum plan in 
racing. It is the old story of “passing the buck’’ 
and unless the senate kills the idea it is an ugly 
one for racing in Ontario. A referendum on racing 
would probably go the same way as the prohibition 
referendum. 

And the ideas of the new attorney -general. Mr. 
Raney, are more than pronounced against racing 
combined with betting. 

Dr. Rutherford’s report will be submitted when 
the house meets again. but as the rucing problem 
is one for the justice department it is probable that

a head on his mount, which started at 33 to 1.

Heavy Bain Falls at the 
Fair Grounds. 



NEW ORLEANS. La.. Decemlier 8. — By a curious 
freak the Jefferson Park track escaped a lieavv 
downpour of the last twelve hours that visited 
New Orleans, and today’s racing was over a fast 
track, but with cloudy skies. The big throng fully 
expected the course to be a quagmire, and they 
were pleasantly surprised. The constantly improving 
course was again responsible for tlie lowering of 
track re<*ords. the five and a half furlongs figure 
being lowered and the mile and three -sixteenths 
record went to smithereens when Mather established 
the new figure at 2:4)1%. as against tile former one 
of 2:4)8. The 1:14 representing the three-quarters 
record was also equaled when The Boy made similar 
time. 

Today’s racing was again close and interesting, 
with the public faring in good style by landing 
on most of the winners. Ring action was again 
sharp, and the close of the afternoon found the 
“brokerage concerns” distressed. Their only real 
respite developed with Ithe fourth rare, when 
George ('lurk and Trusty, which were bac ked to the 
exclusion of the others, failed, the winner in this 
developing in A. L. Kirby’s steadily improving War 
Garden, which won in easy style. He was con- 
ceding weight to all of the others, stayed close to 
the loaders fr*mi the start, and drew out in the 
stretch to win easily in 1:03%. which lower* 
Arnold’s time h.v two- fifths of a second. 

4 Jeorge Clark was ridden by Ambrose, who dis- 
placed Coltiletti. but the horse ran no better for 
the more experienced rider and wound up Just out- 
side of the* money. 

The three-quarters handicap resulted in a lucky 
victory for The Boy over Iwin. The latter was 
best, but Doyle rode her somewhat below his usual 
good standard, with the result that The Boy had 
her by a scant length at the finish. Ballet Dancer 
III. finished third. 

Mather, which recently emerged from the maiden 
ranks, showed a fine performance in the final race, 
which he won iu easy style from Deekmate ami 
4'apt. Hodge*. There was evidently desirable ma- 
terial in the race, for El Bey was claimed by R. 
H. (^ood for $1,100 and the winner fell to J. 
Cunniffe for $1.04)4). 

E. W. Moore uncovered a good one in the cqiening 
rare in his Resthoff. which was backed with rare 
confidence, and never left the result in doubt 
after he reached the stretch, where he came away 
to win as Robinson pleased. 

Tbos. F. McMahon, favorite in the second race, just 
did get up in time to outstay Miss Manage. The 
latter was ridden by Saladin and taken- all over 
the track, causing tier to interfere sharply with 
several of the others. The stewards suspended the 
offending rider for ten days. Miss Manage also 
changed ownership. 4'. (Time taking her for $1,<!4)0. 

Prince Henry was a not her good thing that dis- 
tressed the layers, for he was also a heavily bac ked 
one and won easily from Senator James and Sturdee.

Horses eliminated from maiden races 
shall not receive preference in any but maiden rac*es 
and horses eliminated from claiming races shall not 
Is* preferred in allowance races. This will not af- 
fect the preferred list to date. 

John Hogan will train Merry Lass and others that 
have raced in the nanVe-of Mrs. V. Manale. Water- 
willow. also in the string, will be* denied starting 
here until her ownership is thoroughly established. 
A. J. ITicque. who formerly trained tin* horses, 
claims part ownership of Waterwillow. 

Jockey F. 4'oltilleti gained a firm hold on the 
leadership of the riding colony when he piloted 
Prince Henry and The Boy to victory today. The 
two wins made it eight for him so far. while Harry 
Lunsford, his nearest rival, has won only six races. 
Jockey (Tiff Robinson is getting too close to him. 
however, to be comfortable, as he scored with 
Resthofl' in the opening race and lie lmd now ridden 
live winners. W. Warrington lias also scored five 
times and tin* race for honors now bids fair to be 
a hot one. 

Best noli . winner of the first race at Jefferson Park 
today, is named after the well-known druggist of 
this city. It was his first victory, but be had only 
started twice previously. He was taken sick last 
summer at Latonia and was on the shelf through- 
out the autumn meetings in Kentucky. He is a 
son of Assagai Bet tie Sue and was bred by his 
owner. Edward W. Moore of Nashville. Teun. 

Seven horses have broken records in the ten days 
of the Jefferson Park meeting thus far and four 
others have tied the three* -quarters mark. 

Nash Turner, the well-known old-time rider, 
won his first purse of the meeting with The Boy.

STUD BOOK FOR HALF-BRED HORSES 

NEW YORK, X. Y.. Deeember 8.— Mrs. Herbert 
Wadswortii. president of the Genessee Valley Breed- 
ers’ Association, has conceived a system of registra- 
tion of foals which will have a far-reaching effect 
in the improvement of the breed of horses. It is 
patterned after the Half Bred Stwl Book in Eng- 
land. which was also the work of a woman, Miss 
F. W. Prior. 

Mrs. Wadsworth has set forth her scheme of 
registration in a circular letter, which lias been 
given wide distribution among New York farmers. 
In part the circular says: 

“A stud hook issued under the auspices of the 
Breeding Bureau of the Jockey Club has been opened 
so that foals sired by thoroughbred stallions, but not 
themselves eligible to registration as thoroughbreds 
inav Is* registered and a record kept of them. 

“All foals sired by a horse which is registered 
in either the American or the English Stud Book are 
eligible to registration in this stud Ixxik. 

“Certificates of registration will lie issued to ap- 
plicants who properly fulfill the conditions required, 
and these certificates are to In* preserved and trans- 
ferred to subsequent purchasers, record of transfers 
being kept on reverse side. 

“The value of this half-bred foal registration lies 
in the fact that hereafter the purchaser of any half- 
limi. foaled in 1919 or later, will really know what 
he is liuying when the person offering the animal 
for sale can produce the certificate of registration. 
In the past it lias too often happened that an animal 
lias been accredited to a stallion which in fact was 
not its sire. This stud lxx>k for lialf-breds should 
eliminate such uncertainties in the future. 

“For tin* current year applications for registration 
will lie received until Decent tier 31, 1919. After 
the present year applications for registration must 
be made prior to November 1 of the calendar year 
in which the foal is Ixirn. Foals born prior to 1919 
are not eligible to registration.”
